The 76th Kentucky Derby could not 
have been better plotted, Not even on a 
blackboard, 

There was sectional interest: horses and 
owners from California. Virginia. Okla- 
homa. Tennessee, Texas. New York, Ken- 
tucky. 

There was the glamour of names well 
known in racing. and new ones: King 
Ranch. C. V. Whitney, Brookmeade Stable, 
C. T. Chenery. Hal Price Headley. Wil- 
liam Veeneman. Clifford Mooers. and such 
comparatively recent ones as Tom Gray. 
Walter Fugate. Abercrombie and Smith, 
William Goetz. Willorene Farm. 

This list of trainers went from shrewd, 
horse-wise Max Hirsch. with two Derby 
winners to his credit. to Owner-trainer 
Fugate. whe was as strange to Churchill 
Downs as his horse Hallieboy. which had 
heen vanned to the track rather late in 
the caleulations. 

There were old riders and beginners: 
from Eddie Arearo, Eric Guerin, Steve 
Brooks. and Johnny Longden. already on 
the roll of Derby winners. to such a 
neophyte as Willie Boland. just) turned 
I8 and fresh from winning his first stakes, 

And there were the horses. That's where 
the plot thickened. 

You could lay down $2 and pick up a 
ticket on a runner to meet almost any 
specification, [f you liked the Cinderella 


angle. Trumpet King.  Hallieboy, or 
Stranded would do. If they won, they'd 
give you the glow of omniscience., and 
moderate riches. 

If you liked something fast and fancy, 
the California colt, Your Host, was well 
cast. He already had one Derby to his 
credit—Santa Anita’s. And more recently, 
at Keeneland, he had had a number of the 
other Derby horses wondering which way 
he went. That was at seven furlongs, of 
course. which left to you the interesting 
problem of projecting his speed to ten 
panels. 

If you wanted to take a line from an 
Experimental and a Wood, you had Hill 
Prince and a very solid chance. 

For a colt which seemed to be improv- 
ing with each race, you could take Mr. 
Trouble. with a saver in Dooly. 

Oil Capitol had a gray coat. if you 
liked that aspect. plus a Flamingo victory 
and the respect of a lot of trainers. 

If the horse you saw last was the horse 
you liked) best. you could take Black 
George. which had run a spanking mile 
in the muddy Derby Trial. the final full- 
dress rehearsal before the big race. 

If you were a compromiser by nature 
and a hunch player by preference. you 
could take Middleground, which was_ to 
be abetted by On the Mark. a dark horse

“And all the way from Flatbush, too!” 


which had shown with unexpected bright- 
ness in the Blue Grass Stakes. 

And there were others with more or 
less solid recommendations. according to 
what you were looking for. You could 
play owners, trainers, horses, geography, 
breeders, breeding. riders. sentiment, or 
superstition, according to the key you 
were thinking in. 


WHO? For some days before the Der- 
by. and in fact right up to the time the 
starter rang the bell, there appeared to 
be one big certainty about the race, and 
one resultant uncertainty: Your Host was 
going to run in front, and something had 
to run with him or the Derby would be 
stolen. But who was going to bell the cat? 
And just to make things a little more diffi- 
cult. Your Host drew the No. 1 post po- 
sition, which gave him a clear chance at 
the rail and the opportunity to use his 
speed in a straight line down the stretch, 
at no loss of ground. 


But the unexpected, which is one of 
the rules of horse racing, happened right 
at the start of this Derby: Your Host 
broke smartly. but he was not first out 
of the gate. He veered to his left. but 
luckily there were no horses inside of him, 
and no harm resulted except that he lost 
perhaps half a step. However, this was

speed, and before you could frame an 
exclamation, Johnny Longden had him 
properly spotted. 


WHY. BLACK GEORGE! Within a few 
seconds it developed that William Veene- 
man’s Black George would be the first to 
try to hang the bell on Your Host. The 
son of Reaping Reward would have been 
better suited by a muddy track. but his 
connections probably figured that if he had 
to die, he might as well die trying. So

Going around the club house turn there 
was no substantial change in this order, 
except that Your Host had opened a 
length or so on Black George (see photo). 
Mr. Trouble had the rail, with plenty of 
room on both sides of him. As Hawley 
pulled alongside, Douglas Dodson, on Mr. 
Trouble, stole a look to see what was what 
and who was where. There was a horse on 
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the inside of Hawley and behind Mr. 
Trouble. In the photo you can just see the 
jockey’s boot. This was Middleground. 


Down the backstretch the race began 
to shape up. Black George had tried Your 
Host but couldn't get the job done. Now 
Mr. Trouble picked up the bell. With 
just under a half-mile to go, he moved 
on the inside of Your Host, and went past 
him. Black George was dropping from 
contention, at this point, but Oil Capitol 
and Middleground were on the move. (In 
the backstretch photo it is almost impos- 
sible to discern Black George, but he 
is between Oil Capitol and Middleground). 
Hawley and Hill Prince were about half 
a length behind, running as a team. Sun- 
glow was moving up: On the Mark and 
Lotowhite were still in contending posi- 
tions. 

Your Host doesn’t wilt’ easily. Just 
when it seemed that Mr. Trouble had him 
put away for good, he came again and 
the Whitney colt had to fight him stoutly. 
At the quarter-pole Mr. Trouble had_ fin- 
ished the job. Your Host was through. 
But the duel had taken considerable out 
of the challenger, and the comparatively 
fresh Middleground was able to range up 
on the outside (see stretch turn photo) 
and inch into the lead. 


It was the opinion of some observers 
that Your Host more or less impeded Hill 
Prince when he began to fade, but the 
turn photo does not bear this out. Hill 
Prince (No. 6) is slightly outside of 
Middleground and appears to have clear 
sailing. Oil Capitol, at this instant, also 
was in the clear and had very good posi- 
tion. Sunglow was running steadily, and 
Hawley had plenty of room. 


BACKSTRETCH. Mr. Trouble moved alongside Your Host. 


Unless a strong finisher like Ponder was 
lurking in the backfield, poised to wither 
the leaders with one strong blast of speed, 
the last quarter-mile, and victory, lay 
among about seven of the 14 starters. 

There was no whirlwind waiting to be 
loosed, so the seven fought it out. Your 
Host quickly dropped from contention, 
and then there were six. 

A sixteenth farther, and it became ap- 
parent that there would be but three: 
Middleground, Hill Prince, Mr. Trouble, 
all digging in, all giving their deepest. 
At this sort of attrition, Middleground 
wore best. He raced truly down the 
stretch, gradually drew clear, went past 
the post with 114 lengths to spare over 
Hill Prince. Mr. Trouble was another half 
a length behind. He had belled Your Host. 
then the tolling began for him. 

Sunglow, which ran a very steady race, 
was fifth. about three lengths to the rear 
of Mr. Trouble. Oil Capitol. on the wane, 
and Hawley. with a litthe more left. dead- 
heated for fifth. The rest: Lotowhite, On 
the Mark, Your Host. Dooly, Trumpet 
King, Stranded, and Black George. 

The drama of the day had ended. In 
two weeks there would be a_ re-opening 
for some of them in the Preakness. A’ six- 
teenth of a mile shorter than the Derby, 
it would bring new hope to some. Then 
would come the Belmont Stakes. at 11% 
miles. The Sunday horses would have to 
stay out of that one. 


NOTES. Sometime during the early 
hours of Derby Day. I and others living 
in the vicinity of Lexington were awak- 
ened by a rainstorm that rattled on the 
rooftops like rifle fire. I sleepily guessed 
that it was about 4 a. m., but I didn’t

There is only one Kentucky Derby. This 
is a good thing. If there weren't one, rac- 
ing would lose a great deal of its color. 
If there were two. it might lose this re- 
porter. which might not be a bad thing 
at that. This was the first one under Bill 
Corum. and though the race didn’t get 
much of a break in the weather, it looked

Whenever the King Ranch comes up 
with a very good horse. the explanation, 
as it comes from Robert J. Kleberg. Jr. 
the genius who presides over that fabulous 
operation. is likely to be based upon some 
tenuous consideration of the ancestral 
background. After Assault won the Ken- 
tucky Derby, Mr. Kleberg was careful to 
point out to reporters that the colt was 
inbred to Commando, He was, of course, 
if you strain the definition of inbreeding 
past the breaking point; but a cross of 
Commando in the fourth generation and 
another in the fifth will be found in the 
pedigrees of thousands of horses which 
didn’t win the Kentucky Derby. 

In the case of Middleground (which has 
the same Commando pattern as Assault). 
Mr. Kleberg has explained that the mat- 
ing of Bold Venture and Verguenza was 


suggested by the pedigree of Greentree’s 
Twenty Grand. Now. if you take a long 
squint at the two pedigrees you can find 
the resemblance. Twenty Grand was by 
*St. Germans out of Bonus. a good race 
mare by *All Gold out of Rembrance. by 
Broomstick. Middleground is by a son of 
*St. Germans out of a daughter of 
Chicaro. whose dam. Wendy. was a daugh- 
ter of Remembrance. Thus Remembrance 
occurs in the fourth generation of Mid- 
dleground’s pedigree. 


Bob Kleberg has such an earnest and 
intent way of saying these things that 
sometimes I am tempted to believe him. 
And usually he has the added advantage 
of saying them immediately after some 
very successful demonstration, so that his 
theories appear to have been confirmed. 
However, in the quiet of my own office 
it becomes clear that he has been pulling 
somebody’s leg. 


At this safe distance I can have my 
own theory, which is that Bob Kleberg 
can breed better by eye than most people 
can with a library of two thousand vol- 
umes. At the vast King Ranch in Texas. 
thousands of horses have passed through 
his hands. and hundreds have been ridden 
and handled by him personally. It is likely 
that he has studied the interactions of ani- 
mal breeding as closely as any big-scale 
breeder in America. In judging the po- 
tentialities of a horse from its conforma- 
tion alone. IT doubt whether he has an

equal. He knows about pedigrees, of 
course, but when he gives us this song 
and dance about mating a son of *St, 
Germans to the daughter of a son of a 
daughter of a half sister to the granddam 
of Twenty Grand. I don’t wish to be 
among those kidded. 


T can understand why the master of the 
King Ranch attributes his successes to 
such remote and involved ancestral jig- 
saws. He is a modest man. and cannot af- 
ford to say. for instance. “I know from 
experience how a horse should look and 
act. thought T could breed good race 
horses just as IT had bred good Quarter 
Horses. by fixing upon the proper type 
and breeding for it. 1 took Bold Venture 
from Kentucky after he had been accepted 
as a failure, and have bred two Kentucky 
Derby winners from him. His pedigree 
wasnt pure gold along the bottom line. 
but he was the type I like: he could run 
a distance. but he had the conformation 
for speed. I took Chicaro. which was 
nothing special as a race horse. but was 
of the type T consider good... 

Since Kleberg doesn’t brag. he would 
never make such a speech. He probably 
doesn’t even think such things. So T have 
risked embarrassing him by saying them 
out loud. But for my two cents I will 
stack him up against anybody in_ the 
hazardous business of picking horses on 
the hoof.

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remember. had an unconscionable amount 
of bad luck in his eight starts as a 2-year- 
old. and ended the season with only $2.- 
500 to show for his three wins and two 
seconds. At three he won all of his three 
starts. including the Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness. then broke down. Pedigree- 
smart horsemen didn’t like his bottom 
line. and after a few vears he was hustled 
of to Texas. a failure. Now he is the first 
Kentucky Derby winner with two sons 
which have won the same classic. 

(The Derby. incidentally. is now taking 
on the importance. as a selector of breed- 
ing stock. which could have been pre- 
dicted from its own rise to eminence. 
mostly in the last two decades. In the last 
eight renewals. the race has been won 
four times by the son of a Kentucky Der- 
by winner. and two of the other winners 
in this period—Pensive and Jet Pilot— 
were by winners of the Derby in England.) 

Verguenza. dam of Middleground. did 
not race at two. and ran only five times 
at three. early in 1943. She won her see- 
ond start. beating a field of maidens at 
the New Orleans Fair Grounds. In her 
next start she finished second. was dis- 
qualified from that position given 
third money. She was fourth in the next 
two starts. She was taken out of training 
the same year (1943) and bred to Cold- 
stream. Barren to this mating. she had 
produced only one foal, the non-starter 
Party Call. by Equestrian. before Middle- 
cround. Her limited racing career gave 
no conclusive evidence as to her possi- 
bilities as a runner. 

The Bradley-bred second dam. Blush- 
ing Sister. did not race. and produced six 
modest winners from seven foals. The 
third dam included among her ten wins

earned $3.750 for beating the Suburban 
Handicap winner Bateau. 

The pedigree of Middleground is large- 
ly of American origin, with special em- 
phasis on the stud of the late Harry Payne 
Whitney. as was the case with Assault. 
And, as with Assault. the closest “inbreed- 
ing” is to Commande, which appears in 
the fourth and fifth generations. Such re- 
mote doubling up of the same ancestor 
should hardly be called inbreeding, and 
it is no more than the normal expectancy 
in American pedigrees. 

The accompanying mirror-image pedi- 
gree of Middleground shows. sketchily. 
the performance of the various ancestors 
in the first four generations. The com- 
ments on the right apply to the ancestors

Conditions for the Grand Prix de Paris. 
to be raced at the Longchamps course, 
Paris. France. on June 25. have been 
changed. and now are open to 3-vear-old 
colts and fillies from all countries.

In other countries the 
various counterparts of the U. S. group 
will receive the nominations. The nomi- 
nating fee is 200.000 franes (about $571. 
The frane now is quoted at 350 to $1.). 
Provisions have been made for declara- 
tions in advance of the running. at the 
cost of moderate forfeits.

He spoke not like a person who had sad- 
dled two Derby winners and was about to 
send out his third. but like a horseplayer 
who had seen the crash of another par- 
lay. As for the track at Churchill Downs. 
he continued in high gloom. it wasn’t 
fitten for a horse to run over. in the event 
that a man was crazy enough to try to win 
the Derby. It was unsuitable in 17 dif- 
ferent ways. he wept. But he was careful 
not to let any tears fall on the rabbit's 
foot that dangled from his watch chain. 
There was something familiar about that 
rabbit's foot. by the way. Could it have 
been the same one he wore the day he 
saddled Assault? 

The King Ranch outfit, and especially 
Robert Kleberg. was happy over winning 
the Derby. and particularly so because 
the winner was a son of Bold Venture, a

Derby winner himself and the sire of As- 
sault, the 1946 winner. This was a triple 
that never had been brought off before. 

J. Howard Rouse. who manages the 
Kentucky division of the King Ranch, re- 
ported later that Middleground and On 
the Mark had come out of the race in 
good shape. The Preakness. he said. was 
the probable next destination for the Der- 
by winner. 

On the Mark. he added. hadn’t run up 
to the stable’s expectations. but everyone 
was more than pleased at Middleground’s 
showing. “He has tremendous speed. Max 
didn’t know exactly how well he could be 
rated. but Boland did an excellent job. 
We consider it a high honor to beat 
horses like Hill Prince and Mr. Trouble. 
They are good. solid horses. and yeu've 
got to rua to beat them.” 

Middleground was sent to the King 
Ranch in Kentucky (a portion of the late 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm, at 
Lexington) late last summer. after he had 
won the Hopeful Stakes over Navy Chief 
and Mr. Trouble. “He had an esselet in 
the process of developing.” Mr. Rouse re- 
calls. “A comparatively minor proposition. 
but we decided to skip the Futurity and 
fire him for it. We had him here quite a 
while. after he was fired. and then sent 
him to Max at Columbia.” 


The 76th Derby was the first of the 
series in which a Kentucky-bred didn’t 
finish as good as second. Middleground is 
a Texas product. Hill Prince is from Vir- 
vinia. 


Bill Boland. the apprentice who rode 
Middleground. handled his mount per- 
fectly. He carefully steered the colt from 
the outside starting stall (No. 14) and 
eased him to a rail position without using 
up too much horse. It was the first time 
a winner had broken from the No. 14 
stall. but he wasn’t as far out on the wing 
as Clyde Van Dusen. which drew No. 20. 

Boland was the second apprentice to 
win the Derby. Tra Hanford. on Bold Ven- 
ture in 1936. was the first. Max Hirsch 
was the man-who boosted both of them 
aboard their mounts. 


Early in the afternoon a rumor whirled 
through the press hex that someone was 
to meet Walter Fugate. the owner-trainer 
of Halliehoy. to pay him $15.000 for a 
half-interest in the colt prior to the Der- 
by. The deal failed to materialize at that 
time. Mr. Fugate stated. but it was. still 
cooking. Halliehov had been vanned_ to 
Louisville from Lineoln Downs. in Rhode 
Tsland. Prior to that he had been racing 
at Sunshine Park. His appearance on the 
Derby Jot caused some slightly raised eye- 
Mr. Fugate remained

The term “Run for the Roses” has be- 
come a Kentucky Derby trademark. But 
this year the blanket of roses was lifted 
onto the winner, and quickly whisked off. 
before the corps of photographers had 
gone into action. As a consequence, the 
cover photo on this week’s Blood-Horse 
may be the only one showing Trainer Max 
Hirsch leading Middleground into the 
circle as the roses were being lifted into 
place. It was made by J. C. (Skeets) 
Meadors. who shot it before the other 
photographers at the Downs had unlim- 
bered their cameras.

The official unofficial attendance esti- 
mate placed the crowd at 100.000. Bill 
Corum. the new Downs president. said 
later that the crowd was about 8.000 larg. 
er than last year. when the official un- 
oficial estimate was around 90.000. 

The Downs management has never re- 
leased the actual paid attendance. so 
most of the newsmen covering the race 
arrive at their own estimates. This vear 
the range was from 65,000. made by a 
man who probably hadn’t tried to force 
his way through the mob in the club 
house bar. to 100.000. One guess probably 
is as good as another. unless you have 
an exact measuring standard. The infield 
crowd, at least, seemed to be as large as 
last vear. for whatever that proves.

+ Frank E. (Jimmy) Kilroe will be at 
Santa Anita Park next winter in an of- 
ficial capacity. The young assistant to 
John B. Campbell in the handicapper’s 
ofice at the New York tracks was racing 
secretary last year at Arlington-Washing- 
ton Parks. and will be at the Chicago 
tracks again this summer in the same job. 
Mr. Kilroe’s duties at Santa Anita have 
not been announced. He is a son of Dr. 
Edward P. Kilroe, chairman of the board 
at Jamaica and treasurer at Aqueduct.

+ The Harvard Crimson editorialized 
recently against bookmakers who operate 
near the college, taking bets from under- 
graduates. The Cambrdige chief of police 
replied that his men had made 49 raids 
on the bookies within the last year, but 
had been unable to get any evidence that 
would stand up in court. The reason, he 
explained, is that the bet-takers are “men- 
tal giants who memorize horse names, 
tracks, and other details,” and don’t put 
anything on paper. 


+ The 12 millionth fan to enter the 
Pimlico race track since its opening in 
1870 was Fred C. Brogan, of Baltimore. 
The track management gave him an in- 
scribed horseshoe and a silver ash tray in 
honor of the occasion. The 40-year-old 
horse player, who has been a tote in- 
vestor for 20 years, said that his pursuit 
of winners had cost him about $1,000 a 
year. Despite the inscribed horseshoe 
given him by the track, Mr. Brogan missed 
on two tries in the daily double. 


+ To determine whether Western Union 
was accepting telegraph bets on horse 
races. two New Jersey policemen wired 
bets on three horses to an East St. Louis 
bookmaker. They won $89. The matter of 
the legality of the telegraph company’s 
acceptance of betting money is yet to be 
cleared up.

CALIFORNIA SITUATION 


Governor Warren. of California. has 
signed an emergency bill to protect racing 
in the State if certain sections of the rac- 
ing law are finally determined to be in- 
valid. The measure will become operative 
if the State Supreme Court upholds a 
recent District Court of Appeals decision 
that some revisions of the racing act are 
unconstitutional. The new bill restores to 
the racing law some of the provisions of 
the original constitutional amendment per- 
mitting legalized betting. which was passed 
in 1933. Subsequent amendments to the 
State racing act were made in 1945. Some 
of these were held unconstitutional. 

Racing in California has been proceed- 
ing. since the District Court of Appeals 
decision. pending a review by the State 
Supreme Court. The emergency legisla- 
tion is said to meet the objections of the 
District Court of Appeals. It also validates 
all licenses that have been issued, and 
ratifies the present racing dates. 

As a result of the new law, the State 
Controller has released tax money ob- 
tained from racing that had been frozen 
pending the legal settlement of the horse 
racing bill. About $600.000 in claims, 


payable to colleges. fairs. and so on, had 
been held up.
